Rate War History.

“Effective September 1, 1920, on 
intrastate fares and August 26, 1920, 
on interstate fares, the basic passen 
ger fares were increased to 3.6 centa 
per mile plus 50 per cent of the Putl- 
man charge for the space occupied 
in sleeping or parlay cars. This in- 
crease, interstate, was authorized by 
the I. C. C. The Georgia commission 
likewise approved this increase and 
the same was applied on Georgia in- 
trastate passenger traffic effective 
September 1, 1920. 

Applied Experimental Fares. 

“This basic fare in Georgia 
mained in effect from September 1, 
1920, until April 19, 1934, as the 
niaximum basie fare. The carriers, 
however, had applied for, published 
and applied experimental basic fares 
on a lower basis prior to that time. 

“On March 16, 1934, the Georgia | 
eommission issued an order fixing the 
basic fare at 2 cents a mile, good in 
all equipment.

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GALLINACEOUS BIRDS. 

These scratching birds, which the 
ornithologists call by that unlovely 
term “gallinaceous,” are among the 
aristocrats of the bird tribe. I shall 
take all manner of liberties with the 
term and use it to cover habits and 
not in a restricted sense to cover only 
quail and grouse. Although I am per- 
fectly aware that I am violating the 
precedent of scientific nomenclature, I 
shall include in my list the turkey and 
the pheasants. 

Anyhow, the only bird we are going 
to talk about today in this group is 
the bohwhite quail. That bird, by the 
way, has been the subject of more 
study than any other in Georgia and 


‘I feel quite uppity in attempting to 


write about it when the world’s best 
authority on this bird is in the same 
state with me. Herbert Stoddard al- 


ready has forgotten more quail lore 
than I shall ever know. 

Just a month from now the hunters 
will be taking the field in droves. They 
are after the finest game bird that 
flies, Are there any grouse hunters in 
the audience? I have been quail 


hunting but few times in my life, and 
I have never fired a gun. I get too 
much of a thrill when the covey rises 
to be able to think about putting up 
the gun. You should have seen some 
of the looks of disgust on the faces of 
the men who took men hunting! Just 
the zoologist in me, so please disre- 
gard it. 

In Georgia there are a lot of quail 
this year. We had what seemed to be 
a splendid breeding season and we are 
looking forward to carrying over a 
splendid residue for next year. Now 


if we can persuade the farmers to do 
a little food and cover. planting, there 

The call of the hobwhite is too wel! 
known to warrant any discussion. 
Practically every Georgian knowns the 
bird well, so we will not describe its 
appearance. I would, however, like te 
call attention to the red—and by red 
we mean something darker than brick- 
red—quail that Stoddard is breeding 
now. He is finding out some most 
interesting things abovt them, none of 
which I feel free to comment on, but 
this is public informatiédn now, so 
make it yours. The red quail is a 
sport, in whith a number of factors 
have combined to produce his abnor- 
mal color.

DELAYED FURY WASHINGTON, Oct. 22.—State Secretary 

Hull did not explain what he meant recently 
by those strangely harsh and undiplomatic words against certain 
chiseling nations. He did not have to. Every diplomatic insider here 
knew what he was talking about. 

There is one small nation in central Europe which increased its 
tariff duties in preparation for tariff bargaining with us. Two Soyth 
American republics made similar moves in the same direction. 

Mr. Hull found out about these tricks, and, before issuing his 
explosion against the “‘indefensble practice of padding the price,” he 
took the matter up with these three nations in private.. They agreed 
to stop such tactics, and nothing go out about it. 

Therefore, when Mr. Hull issued his blast against the chiselers, 
there actually was no chiseling then in the wind. If there had been, 
he could not have used such strong language without causing 
offense. 

However, he thought this was a very good time to speak his 
mind for the effect it would have on some of the larger nations, two 
of them in particular.

NRA policy. The boards have orders that, if they are unable to 
agree unanimously, the issue should be taken to the president, and 
everyone knows the boards rarely will be able to agree on anything 
important. ;

For the second successive year | 
am making a direct and frank ap-' 
peal to the country to give support 
to worthy local charities of all kinds. 

You will recognize the necessity 
of the general rule which prevents 
the president of the United States 
from asking for assistance or con- 
tributions on behalf of any specific 
or individual good cause. If I were 
to begin doing that 1 would be on 
the air at least two or three times’ 
every evening. | 

In this case, however, there is in 
existence a central organization 
called the “1934 Mobilization for 
Human Needs.” The object of this 
mobilization is to encourage and tie 
in together the many private organ- 
izations which are seeking funds to 
carry on their very essential and 
necessary work for the coming year. 

In some communities these organ-| 
izations seek contributions from the 
public by the means of Community 
Chests; in other communities they 
are asking for help separately but 
simultaneously. 


TWO SALIENT FACTS 


Mav I very simply explain to you 
two facts which all of us should’ 
bear in mind?

ten which had “deprecated” recourse 
to war “under any circumstances until 
every possible effort had been made 
ito substitute arbitration or judicial 
decision for the appeal to arms.”

As finally adopted. with many 
amendments. the report indorses the 


senate munitions inquiry and “if found | 


necessary,’ government control of the 
‘arms industry. It also asks the gov- 
ernment to forbid sales of munitions 
and withhold loans “to any belligerent 
sovernment which has not exhibited 
all possibilities of peaceful settlement 
before having recourse to arms.”

PASSES 2 BILLIONS 


Increasing Revenues. Fail 
To Keep Up With Great- 
er Relief Demands. 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 22.—(4)— 
Federal spending for the past 114 
days bounced over the two-billion-dol- 
lar mark today—a daily average of 
above $17,500,000—but alongside this 
the treasury recorded a sharp increase 
in tax collections. ' 

Internal revenues for the first quar- 
ter of the fiscal year were nearly 
one-third larger than for the same 
period in 1933. Collections reached 
SS04.878,165, exceeding last year’s by 


of the gain, however, was accounted 
for by liquor taxes available only 
since repeal and processing taxes 
which are ear-marked for repayment 
to farmers. 

September receipts aggregated $379,- 
737,883, roughly $150,000,000 ahead 
of August because of quarterly in- 
come ‘ax payments, and $60,752,204 
larger than in 1933. Liquor and proc- 
essing taxes also figured largely in 
the month’s gain. 

Heavy increases in income and capl- 
tal stock tax receipts and a fair size 


They were off- 
set in part by a large decline in 
stock transfer taxes and smaller col- 
lections from excise levies, reflecting 
largely the dropping of the emergency 
one-half cent tax on gasoline last 
September. 
Income Taxes Rise. 

Income taxes for the quarter were 
$215, 09,559 as against $160,417,304 
last year. The September figure of 
&171,176,917 compared with $22.924,- 
OS1 in August and $134,342,919 in 
September, 1933. 

Liquor revenues reached $109,387,- 
067, although in the 1933 quarter they 
were only $51,623,882. Last year, 
more than 80 per cent of revenues 
came from beer, but with repeal 
bringing in heavy distilled spirits 
taxes the percentage shrank to ap- 
proximately 60, The excise tax on 
distilled spirits accounted for §$27,- 
989.434 this year as against only $2,- 
907.517 a year ago. 

The month's total liquor collections 
were $31,.997.606, a sharp decline from 
$38.566,380 in August due largely to 
a seasonal shrinkage in beer consump- 
tion. The total was $17,137,884 ahead 
of last vear. 

Tobacco brought in $119.321,437 for 
the quarter, $8,738.52 more than in 
1933. The increase reflected chiefly 
revenues from small cigarets, as re-

U.S. OFFICIALS ACTION 
IN DUTIES 1S UPHELD 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 22.—(4)-— 
The broad principle that government 
officials may perform. their duties 
without fear of damage suits was up- 
held tacitly today by the supreme 
court, 

It declined to study the District 
of Columbia supreme court's refusal 
to entertain a $250,000 damage suit 
against Andrew W. Mellon and Ogden 
L. Mills for actions while the former 
was Herb:?rt Hoover's secretary of the 
treasury and the latter under-secre- 
tary. 

The Standard Nut Margarine Com- 
pany, of Jacksonville, Fla., had con- 
tended that although court rulings 
exempted it from usual taxes on oleo- 
margarine butter substitutes, treasury 
— nevertheless had tried tea col- 
ect. 

Although Mellon and Mills were en- 
titled to some immunity for their 
acts, the company argued, they were 
not free from personal liability when 
the acts of their subordinates were 
invalid. 

To that Melion replied that if offi- 
cials were held résponsible, “no offi- 
cial would dare to act in a doubtful 
situation until the court of last re- 
sort had spoken.” The court’s refusal 
to review the-case amounted to an 
indorsement of Mellon’s position. 


Other Actions. 


In other actions today before re- 
cessing until November 5, the supreme 
court: 

Overrode protests of the Missouri- 
Pacifie and the Texas & Pacifie rail- 
roads and approved an interstate com- 
merce commission order by which the 
Southern Pacific was authorized to 
obtain stock control of the St. Louie 
Southwestern, better known as the 
Cotton Belt: 

Agreed to pass on the right of fed 
eral courts to place insolvent Pennsyl- 
vania conipanies in the hands of fed- 
eral receivers; 

Refused to review a South San 
Francisco ordinance, allegedly directed 
ata “Shopping News,” which prohibits 
the distribution of handbills and other 
printed matter except newspapers and 
publications which print general newer 
and keep their advertising space open 
to the public; 

Declined to pass off the question of 
whether the federai government had 
the right to confiscate three ships 
which carried alcohol into Bayonne, 
N. J., although their licenses did not 
cover that kind of business. In this 
case a lower court ordered the vessels 
released, holding that prohibition re 
peal had made the seizures ineffective ; 

Bridge Case. 

Decided \not to consider the com- 
plaint of a receiver of the Red Rivet 
Bridge Company of Texas seeking 
damages caused by construction of a 
free bridge’ over the Red river at Cal- 
bert, Oklg. 

In t last case, numerous court 
actions and even the Oklahoma state 
militia have figured in attempts pre- 
ceding construction of the free bridge 
almost paralleling the toll bridge.

The of- 
fice of the solicitor-general is pre- 
pared for a lengthy battle prefaced by 
legal technicalities. 

Assistant Solicitor-General John 
Hudson, who will assist Solicitor-Gen- 
eral John A. Boykin in the trial of 
the cases, said. Monday that witnesses 
need not appear until Tuesday morn- 
ing, as John Geer, negro attorney 
represented the two women, has noti- 
fied him that hearing and passing 
upon demurrers and other pleadings 
will occupy the court’s time for a 
full day. 

Geer has intimated, Hudson said, 
that he will file a demurrer attack- 
ing the constitutionality of the law 
under which the women are charged 
and will attack the law which estab- 
lishes the jury system in the state. A 
challenge to the array of jurors also 
will be offered.
